Numerous divisions of the attack- 
ing forces have been cut to pieces by 
the French gunners and forced to 
withdraw from the battle, In order to 
fill the gaps with fresh men, Not an 
inch of ground has been’ given up 
without the exactment by the French 
of a terrible toll in men killed and, 
wounded, and nowhere has the do- 
fending line been pierced. 

The apex of the salient driven by 


counter-attacking on a/the Germans 


is etill in the centre, 
south of the village of Marqueglise. 
To the west of this point, the Ger- 
mans at one time almost reached the 
Ardone river, but were driven back 
for a considerable distance by the 
French in heavy counter-attacks. 
The German war office claims the 
capture of 10,000 additional prisoners, 
which, with the number of captives 
reported Monday, would bring the to- 
tal to 18,000 in the present fighting. 
Since the new offensive began along 
the Soissons-Rheims sector, May 27, 


it is asserted by the German official 
communication that the group of 
German crown prince has taken 


about 75,000 Allied troops captive. 
Comparative quiet still prevails on 
the front between Soissons and 
Rheims, although the Germans an- 
nounce that northwest of Chateau- 
Thierry, where the American marines 
fighting side by side with the French 
have several times decisively defeat- 
ed the enemy. The Germans have re- 
pulsed with heavy losses attacks de- 
livered against their front, In oneof 
the most ambitious operations carried 


out in many days, Field Marshal 
Haig's forces in the Amiens eector 
have struck the Germans a nasty 


blow. lt was the Australians who car- 
ried out the manoeuvre, and they auc- 
ceeded in advancing their line a half 
mile over a mile and a half front and 
took nearly 800 prisoners, inoluding 
five officers. In ‘addition, 21 machine 
guns and a trench mortar were taken. 
On the Italian front there has been 
no infantry fighting of importance, 
but nurnerous small affairs between 
patrol parties continue daily. Like- 
wise the artilleries of both sides are 
keeping up mutual bombardments, 
Another “peace offensive’ by Ger- 
many and Austro-Hungary apparent- 
ly is in the air, It is asserted that in 
Berlin the government and the high 
army command are discussing a dec- 
laration of war aims, while from

The Institute 
also has active departments for placements 
in employment, for the study of re-educa- 
tion in foreign countries and for the edu- 
cation of the public regarding the most 
helpful attitude toward the returned men, 
discouraging the unwise manifestations 
end promoting activity of a constructive 


character, 

“It 1s probable,” continued Mr. McMur- 
trie, “that the provision of employment for 
returned soldiers will be cared for nation- 
ally by the Department of Labor. Medical 
and surgical treatment with the alm of 
phyaicet reconstruction is being provided 

y the medical department of the army 
under Surgeon-General Gorgas.”

The fatal ball, a revolver bullet 
of 38-calibre, was found in the brain, hay- 
ing penetrated the ekull just above the left 
ear.

the ball bad passed through the band, The 
ether wounds iu the right side of the 
head may lave been acused by a Dlow or 
by_the fall.
